G-S.R. 240. — Ip exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby 'makes the following rules regulating the 
method of recruitment to the posts of Receptionists and Left Luggage Attendants

1, Short title and commencement. — (i) These rules may be called the Civil 
Aviation Department, Receptionists and Left Luggage Attendants (Recruitment) 

'-Rules, 1970. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. Application, — These rules shaE apply to the posts as specified in column 1 
of the Schedule hereto annexed. 

3, Number ol the post, classification and scale of pay. — The number of the said 
posts, their classifications and the scales of pay attached thereto shaH be as speci- 
fied in columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc. — The method of recrult- 
mept to the said posts, age limits, qualifications and other matters connected 
therewith shall be as specified In columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 


Provided that the upper age limit specified in column 6 of the said Schedule 
may be relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to Scheduled Castes /Scheduled 
Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued 
by the Central Government from time to time. 

5. Disqualifications.— (a) No person, who has more than one wife living or who 
having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void by 
reason of its taking place during the life-time of such spouse, shall be eligible for 
appointment to any of the said posts, and 


(b) no woman, Whose marriage Is void by reason of her husband ha%dng a 
wife living at the time of such marriage, or who has married a person who has 
a wife living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to 
any of the said posts ;

(ill) the account-holder has kept deposited with an authorised dealer the 
certificates relating to the shares as also an undertaking in writing 
to the effect that ne will not, except with the previous approval of 
the Reserve Bank, dispose of any of the shares. 

0. Amount not to be credited without permission of the Reserve Bank, — No 

such amount as is referred to in clause (a), clause (b), clause (c) or clause (d) 
of sub-rule (1) of rule 4 shall be credited to a Non-Resident (External) Account 
unless the Reserve Bank, having regard to the desirability of permitting 
remittances of funds held in India by non-residents, either by general or special 
order, gives permission in this behalf. 

6 . Application for opening a Non-Resident (External) Account. — (1) If a 

person resident outside India wishes to open a Non-Resident (External) Account 
or to convert any other account into a Non-Resident (External) Account, he 
shall make an application in this behalf to an Authorised Dealer. 

(2) Except where the Reserve Bank, by general or special order, so directs, 
every application for opening a Non-Resident (External) Account or for con- 
verting any account into a Non-Resident (External) Account shall be referred 
to the Reserve Bank by the authorised dealer together with— 

(a) in the case of a fresh account, particulars of the sums with which the 

account ia to toe opened, or 

(b) in the case of conversion of an account a transcript of the operation 

on the account required to be converted for the period commencing 
from the date on which the funds are originally credited to the 
account to the date of the application. 

(|) Tha authorised dealer shall also furnish to tha Reserve Bank such othar 
particulars as it may require in this behalf. 

f. National Defence Remittance Scheme Special Account not to be converted. — 
Notwithstanding anything contained in rule 8, a National Defence Remittance 
Scheme Special Account opened In pursuance of the Reserve Bank’s A,D. Circular 
No. 39 of 1905 shall not be converted into a Non-Resident (External) Account. 

8 Declaration to be furnished. — Every authorised dealer shall, if so required 
by the Reserve Bank, furnish to the Reserve Bank or to such authority, and In 
such form as that Bank may specify, a declaration as at the close of each year 
that all credits during the year in all the accounts maintained with him have 
been in conformity with these rule*.

Dangerous Drugs 

New Delhi, the 21 st February 1070 

G.S.R. 256. — The following draft of certain rules further to amend the 
Dangerous Drugs (Import. Export and Transhipment) Rules, 1957, which the 
Central Government proposes to make in exercise of the powers conferred by 
sulb-scction (2) of section 7 of the Dangerous Drugs Act. 1930 (2 of 1930), is 
hereby published as required by sub-section (1) of section 36 of the said Act for 
the information of all persons likely to he affected thereby, and notice is hereby 
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f iven tli at the said draft will he taken into consideration on or after the 21 st 
Tarch, 1970. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received from any person with 
respect to the said draft before the date so specified will be considered by the 
Central Government, 


Draft Rules 

1 . These rules may be called the Dangerous Drugs (Import, Export and 
Transhipment) Amendment Rules, 1970. 

2, In the Dangerous Drugs (Import, Export and Transhipment) Rules, 1957— 

( 1 ) in rule 3 . for clause (b), the following clause shall he substituted, 
namely: — 

“(b) Acetorphine, Diacetylmorphine, Dihydrodeoxymorphine (Desomor- 
phine), Etorphine and Ketobemidone, any preparations, admixtures, 
extracts or other substances containing any of these drugs and their 
respective salts’ 1 ; 

(2) in rule 6 , for sub-rule (2), the following Schedule shall be substituted, 

namely: — 

“(2) Export of Acetorphine, Coca-leaf, Diacetylmorphine, Dihydrodeoxy- 
morphine (Desomorphine), Etorphine, Ketobemidone and Resin of 
Cannabis ISativa L (Charas) prohibited: 

The export from India of Acetorphine, Coca-leaf, Diacetylmorphine, Dihydro- 
deoxymorphine (Desomorphine), Etorphine, Ketolbemidone and their salts or any 
preparations, admixtures, extracts or other substances containing any of these 
drugs or their respective salts, and of resin of Cannabis Saliva L (Charas) and 
ordinary preparations of which the resin of Cannabis Saliva L (Charas) forms 
the base, are prohibited."

Customs 

New Delhi, the 21st February 1970 

G.S.R.. 257. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 192 of the Customs 
Act, 1902 (52 of 1962) and in supersession of the notification of the Government 
of India in the Ministry of Finance (Department of Revenue) No. G.S.R. 229, 
dated the 1st February, 1963, as subsequently amended, the Central Government 
hereby directs that— 

(1) the powers exercisable under section 105 of the said Act by an 
Assistant Collector of Customs may, subject to the provisions of 
clause (2), be exercised by — 

(a) a gazetted officer of the Customs and Central Excise Department 
within his jurisdiction, if he has reason to believe that gold, 
watches, synthetic and metallic yarn and fabrics (including sarees) 
made wholly or mainly from such yarn liable to confiscation or 
any documents Or things which, in his opinion, will be useful for 
or relevant to any proceeding in relation to any such goods under 
the said Act are secreted in any place in India; 
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Cb) a gazetted officer of Customs and Central Excise Department within 
whose jurisdiction any portion of the Land border or sea coast of 
India lies, if he has reason to believe that any goods liable to con- 
fiscation or any documents or things which in nis opinion will be 
useful for or relevant to any proceeding in relation to any such 
goods under the said Act are secreted in any place. 

(2) a gazetted officer of Customs and Central Excise Department below the 
rank of Assistant Collector shall not exercise any powers under the 
said section 105 — 

(i) at a place which is the headquarters of a Collector or Additional 

Collector of Customs or Central Excise, or 

(ii) at a place which is not the headquarters of a Collector of Customs 

or Central Excise but is the headquarters of a Deputy Collector or 
Assistant Collector of Customs or Central Excise, when such 
Deputy Collector or Assistant Collector is present at the head- 
quarters.
